‘Merely a Matter of Money” 


Teachers of Northern Alberta, meet- 
ing in convention in Edmonton, are told 
that the acute teacher shortage in this 
province will not be relieved for a number 
of years. The cause of this shortage is 
“merely a matter of money.” 

Until the public and taxpayers gen- 
erally get that fact firmly fixed in their 
heads, the school situation in Alberta and 
elsewhere cannot possibly improve. 

Children will get exactly the kind of 
education their parents pay for. 

Plain common sense makes it clear 
that high school boys and girls, casting 
about for a chosen profession, will not 
respond enthusiastically to the appeal of 
a calling that offers a lower financial 
reward than that accorded to plasterers, 
carpenters, bricklayers, garfge mechanics

No matter how dignified and impor- 
tant the teaching profession may be, am- 
bitious young men and women will not 
condemn themselves to a hand-to-mouth

Soviet Would Fight To 
Keep Europe Enslaved 


Abraham Lincoln, in his second 
inaugural address, thus described 
the conditions which resulted in 
the U.S. Civil War: 

“On the occasion corresponding 
to this four years ago, all thoughis 
were anxiously 
directed to an 
impending civil 
war, All dreaded 
it—all sought to 
avert ft While 
the inaugural ad- 
dress was being 
delivered from 
this place devot- 
ed altogether to 
saving the Union 
without war, in- 
surgent agents

were in the city seeking to des- 


troy it without war—seeking to 
dissolve the Union, and divide ef- 
fects, by negotiation, Both par- 
ties deprecated war; but one of 
them could make war rather than 
let the nation survive; and the 
other would accept war rather 
than let it perish, And the war 
came.” 

There we have a classic analy- 
sis of the type of political con- 
flict resulting in war, It is an 
appropriate description of the 
present situation, The West Eur- 
opean states—with our aid—are 
trying to save their freedom and 
create some European waity, with- 
out war, The Russians are seek- 
ing to prevent and destroy the 
restoration of Europe, and subject 
it to the Soviet Union. Both par- 
ties deprecate war, but one of 
them would make war rather than 
let Europe survive. 


Defeat 
Or War 


Under these conditions, negotia 
tions can have but one outcome: 
Defeat for one party and/or re- 
course to war. The aggression is 


entirely on one side. Again to 
quote the famous Lincoln ad- 
dress: 


“To strengthen, perpetuate, and 
extend this interest (slavery) was 
the object for which the insurg- 
ents would rend the union, even 


A 


by war; while the government 
claimed no right to do more than 
restrict the territorial enlarge 
ment of it.” 

Thus, the civil war did not arise 
from the determination of the 
North to abolish Southern slavery 
but from the determination of the 
South to extend slavery to new 
states and territories. The north 
had determined upon a policy of 
containment, 

So it is today. No conflict has 
developed over the peculiar des 
potic system of the Soviet Union, 
nor over the vast additional terri- 
torles absorbed as a result of the 
advance of the Soviet armies into 
the East European world, It de- 
velops over Soviet determination 
to extend this conquest into the 
centres of western industry and 
culture, 

Daily it becomes clearer that 
rather than let Europe survive 
and recover, the Soviets will 
make war. In my belief they are 
pushed toward war by a variety 
of motives: the Marxist-Lenninist 
thesis that no Communist state 
however vast, will ever be safe 
while a single powerful non-Com- 
munist state continues to exist 
the poor opinion Soviet leaders 
have of the economic stability of 
their realm and consequently of 
the permanence of their rule, in- 
less they can extend it to the far 
more highly developed industrial 
and technological civilization of 
the West; and the analysis *hat 
time (for war) is on their side 


Wanted 
Revolt 


In connection with the latter 
thesis, the original Soviet hope of 
spontaneous Communist revolu- 
tions in the wake of a victorious 
war has failed to materialize 
Except in Yugoslavia, where 
armed Communists won by split- 


ting the resistance movement, 
no Communist revolution has oc- 
curred without the immediate 
presence or proximity of the Red 
armies, and the Commuhist fifth 


columns are not strengthening but 
being weakened everywhere 

The United States is not at 
present prepared for war, The 
risk that the Soviets run now, 
in attempting their step-by-step 
conquest is arguably less than it 
will be when Western Europe has 
industrially recovered—and when 
the American rearmament pro- 
gram is completed, Now, rather 
than later—the Soviets must 
think—-the United States could 
be forced to accept a fait accom- 
pli, amounting to a complete re- 
orientation of the continent and 
putting them in the Ruhr and in 
advance position from which to 
threaten America, 

The Czech coup was the sign in 
the sky, from which the battle for 
Berlin follows logically. 

And 1948 is the centenary of 
the Communist manifesto. This 
may have symbolic significance 
in the Soviet mind,

Profits

the Rt. Hon, C, D. Howe's state- 
ment on the sale of veterans’ 
houses, | am at a loss to under- 
stand how a man of his position 
could agree with any plan that 
fails to do justice by the returned 
soldier. 

I question his claim that vet- 
erans’ houses, even at today's in- 
flated prices, as he stated, are a 
bargain, Has Mr, Howe taken 
into consideration that these 
houses have no basement and are 
not built of the best materials? 
It is doubtful that these houses, 
will stand the time allotted to 


‘the veteran to pay for them 


Central Mortgage has ignored 
the fact that they have drawn rev- 
enue from these houses from any- 
where from two to three years, 
whereas the tenants—not enjoy- 
ing the privilege of ownership 
have in reality been compelled to 
pay taxes and water rates. This 
is explained by the fact that Cen- 
tral Mortgage was permitted to 
raise the rent $7 per month in 
lieu of taxes. 

Apparently the protection of 
rent control was not intended for 
the veteran. It is difficult to 
understand why men who were 
willing to fight for democracy 
should be discriminated against 


in a land governed by the prin- 
ciples of democracy. 

Did these men spend from 
three to six years abroad fighting 
for the type of legislation which 
is detrimental to the war vet- 
eran’ I assume, as Mr. Howe is

The United Nations faces its 
greatest crisis today as Britain, 
The United States and France 
throw the bitter Berlin conflict 
into the lap of the security coun- 
cil, charging that the Red block- 
ade is a threat to international! 
peace 

Indeed the situation is so grave 
that the three-year-old peace or- 
ganization is In danger of split- 


ting, with the democracies and 
the Soviet bloc going separate 
ways. 


The Soviet press in Moscow also 
told the Russian public yester- 
day that the two camps in the 
UN might go their separate ways, 
this despite the fact that Soviet 
delegate Vishinsky was quoted by 
a London paper as saying in an in- 


terview: “We shall not abandon 
the United Nations.” 

Well, suppose the UN does 
split--what follows? 


Foreign Secretary Bevin an- 
swered that in a horse-sense way 
by saying if it's impossible to 
work on a world basis “we must 
proceed on a regional basis.” That 
is, the Kussian bloc would have 
its own organization and the de- 
mocracies would have theirs 

As a matter of cold fact there 


never has been a “United” Na- 
tions, The organization has been 
split wide open since the start, 


with the Communists using it for 


purposes of obstruction and as a 
grand sounding-board for Red 
propaganda, 

So if the Russians want to de- 
sert the UN there need be no 
tears shed, although there will be 
regrets that there couldn't be col- 
laboration, 

But, says somebody, a split in 
the UN gets us further away from 
the ideal ef “one world,” I'm not 
so sure about that, We certainly 
are kidding ourselves if we think 
we are going to get one world 
through trying to make democ- 
ra¢y and Communism mix, 

They can't be made to mix 
under any circumstances, The 
Reds keep on telling us that our 
economy and form of government 
must be destroyed, Do they have 
to knock us down and drag us out 
before we recognize the situa- 
tion? 

Would-be mixers of oil and 
water might consider a statement 
by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
an address at the Sorbonne in 
Paris last night. She charged 
Russia with ruthless suppression 
of human rights at home and with 
interference in other countries’ 
affairs. She urged the UN not to 
compromise with the Soviet bloc 
on the issue of human freedom 
which she termed the “basic” 
problem confronting the world

He believed it in spite of the fact that the ruins of 
Hitler’s Third Reich had crashed down upon his own head; 
in spite of his own loss of influence during the last three 
years of the Nazi regime; in spite of his criticism of Hitler's 
interference in his own Luftwaffe; in spite of the last- 
minute events which caused Hitler to depose Goering as 
his political heir and brought about the Marshal's arrest at 
Berchtesgaden, And he was bitter when his co-defendants 


denied their leader and his theories in the attempt to save 
their skins at the Nuremburg trial. ; 


“LT could have brought up many 
things against Hitler myself, after 
he had sentenced me and my fam 
fly to death just

without listening to my story,” 
Goering told me one day, after

“The tremendous danger of this 
German offensive Was best known 
to the enemy himself. Do you know 
that Keitel, (Field Marshal 
helm von Keltel.—Ed.)
